This Fortitude 
is not mans might, oꝛ ſtubberne ſtrength of the armes 
onely, but it muſt growe to the habite of vigent Uertuc, 
and bee garded and gouerned, with pꝛeceptes of reaſon, 
inuironed with the inſtitutions of milde manners, and 
merry meane, which ſhall verde the poſſeſſoꝛ magnani⸗ 
mitie in countenaunce, conſtancy in aſſertions, and co⸗ 
nenauntes » bountiful magniſicencie and vaunted valy-

To Lady Temperance, is adioyned this ſway in mans 
like, that the poſſeſſo2 may not couet thinges wozthy re⸗ 
pentance, noꝛ perpetrat the deſert of Peccaui: inthzaling 
his affections to the yoake of reaſon.

treames therof, Among whom; Cicero, a pzincely piller 


ok Philoſophie: commendiage Abſtinence , the freendly 


fo2derer of vertudus actions, bountifutly abandoneth, 
and carefully condempneth poyſoninge pleaſures, as 
vaptes of vice, and heaper of harmes, and ſayth : the vo⸗ 
{uptuous man can not atchiue to the tipe of Vertue. 
Valerius Max, ſwozne to Abftinence, auoucheth that 
the Cittie cituated on pleaſure, dꝛowned with delight, can 
not long laſt noz maintaine her liberties, and freedomes. 
Lactantius Chꝛonicled in his fourth Boke, thꝛœ waies 
to come by Mertue: the firſt, to abſtaine from le wde las 
bdurs and wicked wozkes: The ſecond, from wilful wics 
Ked woꝛdes, coꝛrupting good manners: The third, from 
the muſe and meditacion of miſchefe. Me that aſcen⸗ 
deth the firſt ſteppe of theſe ſteares, is adiudged iuſt: the 
ſeconde , vertuous : the thirde, ſheweth his alcendent to 
baue the perfect patron of God, his Creatoz, * 
Horace commending Abſtinence, ſayth, Uertue to bee 
nothing but abſtaining from vice: ther foꝛe, leauing it a 
Guide to the Goddes vertue, my Penne poſteth to Pati⸗ 
ence, as an inſtrument neate and neteſſarp, to accoſt this 
habite of UMertue, and honeſt tried trade of life. As the 
ruddy Roſe odo2iferous in ſwete ſmell, is growinge in 
bꝛierie buſhes, harming the hand that cafcheth thereat : 
Do is Dame Vertue placed in difficulfe. Dales, and can 
not bee obtained without great labours, ſweates and tis 
ringe trauels. Which (as Heſiodus witneſleth) as the

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Eralmus, whom kratte of time made moꝛe ſuttle ſears 
ther of ingenious impes, faith: That the dull witted 
boye , may by diligence, whet it, to attempte excellente 
exploptes of Diſcipline: F02 it is apparant, that Nature 
may be repelled (though Horace holde the contrarie.) 
Foz Demoſthenes; blab and bleat of ſpœche, by puttyngs 
of certayne ſtones into his mouthe, to cure and ll vp the 
imperkec ion and mapme of Nature; attapned to the vt⸗ 
terante and ſugred ſpeeche of honoꝛed Oꝛatoꝛs, thꝛough 
adhibited deede and diligence. To mitigate and alape, 
the rayge of this colde comfozt,tonchyng the ſleepie paten 
perſons 3 wee reade that Iſocrates, had two ſchollers, E. 
phorus, and IT heopompius, the one, ingenious and egre 
o attayne knowledge: the other, needyng the ſpurre, to 
aſpier the attempted ſcope, To conclude, this tracte of 
witte, and pꝛapſed pzomptneſſe of conceiupnge: by ſoun⸗ 
deſt ſentence, and vy opinion of Philoſophers, 4 gather, 
the ſoneſt ripe, to be ſoner rotten: and the hard headded 
felow,hauing attained the habitte of perkection, and edge 
of excellencie, to paſſe him whome firſte, J bꝛaued with 
bꝛagges. Eraſmus, highly bad in honour, fo his knows 
ledge and iollie indgement in faculties, by reaſon ok 
bꝛode blowen blaze of commendation: had a bope of ripe 
witte, pꝛeſented bp his frendes, to detlapme beeloze 
bim. The freendeip kurtberers ok the bupſted boys, cxs 
pectynge his iudgement, were anlwered by him: Timely 
ripe,timely rotten. n n 
But, the ouerthꝛowok ripe tonceauinge, tommeth bx 
ſeturitie, and oner great confidence therein: fo truſting 
to the maturitie of wit, they ſo longe linger in lapſineſſe. 
that either they amit and quenche the qualitie thereof, o 
with ſtrayning it with extraozdinarie meanes, mapmm 
and marre the lame.

So a man, bee hee neuer ſo ingenious and inritched , by 
wit and ripe conceauing, without pꝛeceptes and inftitus 


tion can not ſcale, noz aſcend the high and haughtie il 


of Pernaſſus, to bes acquainted with the Ladies of lear⸗ 
ninge, noz climbe the 8 Cliffes and clymates of 
knowledge: which poſition , Cicero ſincerely fo2tifieth 
ſaying: That inſtruction doth cozrobozate and foztifie the 
ayfte of wit and nature, and fo2 that cauſe, Gentilis com⸗ 
maunded firſt, Scholes to be errected in Athence, a Cit⸗ 
tie in Greece , that the couente of youth , might bee there 
inſtructed. 

Ariſtippus a learned Philoſopher, compared the vnlear⸗ 
ned to a ſtone:and being demaunded by a foliſh Father, 
what learninge auapled his Sonne: hee anſwered, that 
a ſtone had no place in their Theatoꝛs, oz place of pꝛehe⸗ 
minence, meaning the bnlearned, 

The Ech, ickes, ſtudious of erudition and knowledge, 
kept an inſtrucop in their houſes , to trapne vp their 
pouthes in the pleaſant pathe cf Nurtur and knowledge; 
which thing, fo well lyked the Athenians, that it was, as 
Law enacted, that the childzen, which were not traded vp 
in erudicion, ought not to fanour their Fathers, o2 tens 

der curteſies to them, infebted with age. 
To attaine the treaſure of Uertue, and gaine the glad⸗ 

fome guikt of Diſcipline, there bee two kindes of inſtruc⸗ 
tions: one mute, the other ſowudable: mute, as when 
we ſtudpy our ſelues, diſcourfinge without wozdes , the 
carued carracters, and woozkes of others: The other, 
when the inſtructoꝛ oꝛ teacher, with-ſounding voyte, ope ⸗ 
net) the miſteries and hidden hardnes, of others labozs. 
This laſt manner of inſtructing, the learned loze, aboue 
others commend: Pythagoras, Empedocles, Demoerit us, 
and Plato, his Peregrinatians. ſapling ouer Surge and 
Sirtes of Seas, to heare Lectures, veriffe the ſame: who 
were not content tolike of their pꝛiuate ffudics. Leaſt 
3 hond ſpend mp winde in waſte , in diſcourſinge of in⸗ 
Kraction, and paſſe 2 Campe, in u dich, routhes and os 


thers

Diodorus ſapde, it was a ane and famous thinge, foz 
man by others crymes and faultes, to cure him of that 
care, and medicine and heale his inürmities which the 
reading of Hiſtozies, Ponumentes, dedes of other men 
ſhall guide vs fo do. 

Bæroaldus ſayth, that Piſfozies inflameth a m an to hos 


neſtie, enamozeth him with vertue, repzoueth the wic⸗ 


ked, and exileth vice. 

To ſtand vpon choyce of Pbiloſophie, the very Ecimo- 
logie of the wonde, which we interpzet and conſter, a 
Loucr of knowledge, 02 imbꝛater of wiſedome , kozetel⸗ 


leth all Bokes of that noble Science, to bee ſpectant to 


ſuruepe the lpke of man: As the Ethickes of Ariſtotle, 
impugning the rebellion of vice, b2ydling the krenſie fits 
of flaming fleſh, with the bit of Nurture and manners. 
The Pollitickes inſtrucke vs, called to the function of a 
Magiſtrate, to miniſter Juſtice,to the exilement of vice, 
and inhaunſing of Gertue. 

Lactantius wꝛit a wozthy woꝛke of Diuine inftitutions, 
Fraſmns , of the inſtitutinge of a chꝛiſtian Pꝛinte ? with 
infinit others, commodious foz the regiment of the 1yfe 
of man.

ted reaſons, to heale that paſſion of intirmitie, and to foꝛ⸗ 
diſie their fapnting fittes, the better to abide the yoake of 
| knowledge. 
Apuleus ſapth in bis time „none became famous, but 
ſuch as were annoyed with nakedneſſe, and clopde witb 
carefull dpet, from the houre of birthe: And hee boldely 
blazeth this commendacion of Pouertie, that in thoſe 


dapes, it was the builder of Citties, the maintainer k 


Egquitie and Science. 

Wee reade a wozthy example of Cleanthes a Philoſe- 
pher , who pinched with ponertie in youth 7 in the night 
feaſon haled vp water in Buckets , which her ſould in 
the day to maintaine his ſtudie. If our Engliſh Fathers 
were ſo inflamed with the loue of Learninge: no doubte 
dur Realme royally ruled, would bee a pzecious patron 
foal Europe,

done nothing, was barde their company,as vnwozthy te 


vate. 

Apuleius wiſheth men, and ſpecially Churche men, 
and Schollers, with the ſtudentes of Uertue: to imi⸗ 
tate the nature of the Shepe , which at night incarcered 


with hurdels, and cloſets, chue the kud: pea all the graſſe 


eaten and geathered that day : which chupnge , peeldeth 
a ſccond fruite oz milke to the ſhape Baiſter ; ſo ſhould 
euery man doo of his reading: foz at night they ſhould cal 
it fo minde, to imploy it to the ſeconde vſe oꝛ pꝛoſit, that 


is, to the common wealth to ediſie the vnlearned people, | 


which 1gnozantly run headlong to vice. 


What decent behauiour, Vertue, and honeſtie is to bee 
obſerued im our proper perſons, and in euery age. 
Chap. 3 3. 
cx ſayth , that Uerfue doth conſiſte in two 
things, that is, in honeſt behautoar and ow ok him

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felle, and in godly dilpoſition towardes others: fo2 a man 
mult of neceſſitie be able to gouerne himſelfe, befoꝛe he 
be admitted and thought wozthy to haue ſubmillion of cy 

thers. Nirſt, we maſt bꝛidell our owne licentidus lewde 


ttuing, and inthꝛall to the yoke of reaſon, cur furious af 
fections,erre we bee highted to the dignitie of the facred 


leate of a magiſtrate, Yerevpon, a wiſe man, eſptynge_ 


a wanton witleſſe-magiſtrate , ſpurd a queſtion to 'T ha» 
les Mileſius the Philoſopher; Who was a kinde kyngand 
woꝛthie his ſeate? He anſwered: He that gouerneth wel 
him ſelf, That euery one map learne to rule him ſelke; 1 
wich theſe pzeceptes folowynge to bee obſerged , and im⸗ 
pꝛinted in the plotte of Pemozie. 

Firſt, that a man be addicted to ſcilence, moze than fo 


talke : foz taciturnitie argueth wiſdome:and bablpng be⸗ 


'w2ateth a foole. Macrobius ſapd, a Philoſopher.to make 
as greate a ſigne and ſhoe of Learnyng by ſcilence, as by 
talke. Apuleius doth w2ite,that Pythagoras, a ſinguler 


_ tnffracer of youth, was wante, firſt fo ſeaſon the twat⸗ 


lyag tungues of his diſciples, with the vertue [cilence; 


Socrates , demannded, how man might become wile 2- 


Pe adiured the perſon to obſerue two pꝛeceptes: the one 


how to ſpeake. 


Dame Nature pꝛouident of the vertue ſcilence, and ol 


the conſequentcommonities thereof, incarceredour tun⸗ 
gues in a Turret, inuironed with ſharpe terthe, to re⸗ 


uenge, if like witleſſe wines it ſhould miſcarie to annoy 


any man, with ſtapnyng hue oz blottes of defame, And 
woe haue two eares and one tongue, to heare moze than 
we ſhould-vnadniſedly blabbe abzoade. 
The Romaines,embzacers of this vertue, had erected 
in their trim Temples, lofted on Theaters Angerona. 
Ooddeſſe of Scilence, with her lippes ſeard vp. And the 
Egiptians ſo honozed Harpocrates, God of tatiturnitie, 
that his pꝛincelp pꝛotrature, was painted ineuery houſe. 
With his üngers lackeng his lippes, 


to huyſht rather than to ſpeake: the other, foz to learne 


X£nocratcss- 
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EKenocrates, ſcilent in ctompanie, was aſked the cauſe 
ef his ſadneſſe ſcilence? Hee ſhapte this anſwer: That 
therewith hee was neuer annoyed, but inconnenience 
Accident by talke, graueld him dailp, and duely. Ak a man 
bee ſpurred to ſpeake: let him haue (peche of thinges fit 


foz the place, time, and company : Pexte, interrupt none 


in their talke, noz cozrect if, leaſt thou be deemed a buſte 
body. An other pꝛecept we haue iniopned vs, to kepe 
that which is a meane and meaſurable oꝛder in our talke 
which Terence commendeth in his Comedie, called An- 
dria , with theſe wozdes : J thinke a meane to bee com- 
modious in mans life, and wozthy embꝛacinge: therup⸗ 
on the learned ſayde, Uertne to be the lame, the which 


Horace doth confeſle in his Epiſfles,ſaying : Eſt modus in 


rebus &c, Engliſhed thus: 


In things ther isa merry meane, and bounds for to be kept, 
The which to paſſe or to impaire, no vertue may beereapt, 


VV Ven the ſeauen wiſe Philofophersampzxinted their 
ſapient and potiticke Poſtes vpon the walles of the 
Senat houſe , Cleobulus Lyndus, one and chefe ofthe 
number, with his fine fingers watt this ſage Sentence: 
The meane is beſt in all thinges, as an inftkruttion wozthy 
adnertiſement and impꝛeſſion in the memo2y of man, 
Another Caueat A will adiopne, that in talking wee doo 
not carpe no2 quip ſome ſilly ſoule, as ſubiecte to vice oz 
infirmitie, which other of ſharper intelligence eſpte in 
vs: foꝛ Diogenes warned vs to exile our pꝛeſence, that 
vice which wer repꝛoue as foule and fulfome in an other. 
And Cicero ſayth, that hee onght to be ſpotleſſe, that 
with dire dekame ſuruepeth others infirmities: Af a man 
view both endes of the Mallet, he ſhalbe ſo ouer charged 
with the weight of vices packt behinde, that hee will not 
annoy with nippes , others of honeſter Ipuinge : Foz it 
behooueth a man to pull the beame dut of his owns eye, 
ore hee can eſppe the mote in his — 1

which kor a rare and goodly gift, they imparted vpon 


N entrayles kounde his Paiſters Signet, who with ercees 
dinge gladneſſe, and chearefull grace; pꝛeſented it to his 
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As annexed fo this cryme,J admonith the gentle Reader 
that hee be letled in ſtate , not pufte vp with the bliſfull 
blaſt of fawning Foztune, no2 dolefully indure diſtreſfſe, 
imitating Socrates : who was neuer mooued, to heare of 
his heauy happes , noz pzowde, pzayſed foz excellent ex⸗ 


ploptes. | 

Plato was demaunded how a wiſe man was knowen? 
Ye anſwered: he that is not angry, beeinge diſcommens-s 
ded, no2 p20wd foꝛ adhibited pꝛapſe. And why 7 becauſe 


that pꝛide and wzath bee the extreames of Uertue , and. 


the faire mannered man, knoweth them not. Ik a man 
perpend and conſider the euent of pleaſure,and fawning. 
bliſſe of freward Foztune, hee had moze neede to follow 
the deede and dwinge of Hermolaus , who in p2oſperitie 
mourned, than others that glow and glozy therein : Foz 
after faire weather,commeth rayne:and there is no ſuch: 
kulneſſe, but affer comes as great an ebbe. Foztune is 
variable, as appeareth by Camenus a ritche man, who ſo 
bathed him ſeife in bliſſe, and aboundaunce of wealth, 
that bee neuer taſted of woe, o2 miſchaunce. 

Upon a time foz repaſt, he went to fee ſilly Fiſhermen 
caſtinge their Nettes , and fingering their traſh to feeds 
his humo2s, his Signet fell into the Sea: well ſayd he, 
now J know that euil Foztune doth raigne: The ſecond: 
dap, as they dzue their Nettes,they caught a goodly Cod, 


the Gentleman: His Coke gobbetinge the ſame, in his 


Maiſter: who blinded with the bliſſe of Foztune, iopkullp 
receaued it, imparting vpon his Sernaunt a iollp Juell, 
named, Nihil, and perſwaded him ſelfe that Foztuneſa 


kaudured his Paiterſhip, that hee could not miſcarry in 


any explopte, oꝛ attempt. To bee fully reſolued of deſem⸗ 
bling Foztune: hee toke a coꝛde, J meane a Halter, and 


in a bꝛauerp, aſlaped how it became a riteh man, oz how 


that gallant chepne, would fit Foztunes heire oz dandled 
dottren 


thou 
ſkirtes of this baſe Boke, the ſeuerall duties of alt ages: 
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doftrell: ſtanding vpon a ſtoole, Foztune burthened and 55 


laden with the care of this life, champion like, hee tiſped 
bis fete beſide: Foꝛtune frowning at his folly , ruffered 
her long lulled lubber, to ſtranguiſh and hang to death, 
Thus ought wee to conceaue no pꝛide in felicitis, no 
diſpaire in diſt reſſe and pouertie: it was wel and wiſe⸗ 
fy ſayd of Plautus in Amph. that it ſæmed gad to h Gods, 
p after pleaſure, ſhould ſucceed paine: as after laboꝛ, eaſe. 
This excellent example, may batter the buildinges of 
Foztune in our daies, and may diſgrace them inhaunſed 


therby. Wherfoze , let enery man labour to liue vertu⸗ 


oullp, to the example ot others: And as cove Curtezans 


and daintie Dames, haue their gliſtering Glaſſes to bee⸗ 


holde and coꝛrecke their attier, ozcumly tountenance, ſo 


Of the diuerſitie of ages and yeares, and what manners 
15 proper tothem. 


K Nowinge by the aduertiſment of Terence, and other 

learned Authoꝛs, that change of peares, requireth diſ-

not follow the right path of education of childꝛen, ſet fozth 
vy Philel. who in his Boke ot Education of childzen, in⸗ 


ruceth foliſch Fathers, c mad Mothers, to inſtruct their 


childzen to know Godtheir Creatoz , to bee obediente to 
them in woꝛd and derde, to be humble to their Superie2s, 
gentle to their equals, milde in manners, not teachinge 
thẽ, to bable, to lie, to be ſlothful, to go ſlouenlp in their as 
parrel , vnwaſht oz fulſome anꝝ way, if vertuouſly they 
ber traded vp, beeing tender twins, 4 impes, they muſt of 
n:ceſſitie grow to perfectionof manners in tract of time.

ty poſleſlions, deliciouſly dandled theſe auſter auſpꝛing to 


mans ſtate, without.any god gouernance,o2.inffruciont 


after the deceaſe of his Parentes , rulinge by rigoz., his 
ſubiedes, hatinge him foz extremitie, perpetrated and 


done to them, with fozce banniſht him his Lande: The 


pooze Pilgrim vſed to fine fare, hauing not vnde, as the 
Lateniftes ſap, fell to robbing, to maintaine daintines 
of dpet, and taken with the manner, was dampned to 
die: By this pou may ſee, that the aſſertion of learned 
Quintilian was true: that what ſo.guer they bee uſed vns 


to fluch they will ſtill haue. 


In this age of Iuuentus, the youthes of the Romans, ac- 
cultemed to hange vp vpon the Pinackles of their Tem⸗ 
ples,certaine colours, oꝛ laces: as Ponumentes of yaſ- 
ſed age, and in tokens of virilitie taken on them, 4 were 
cloathed in faire white gownes , to ſignifie to the aſſem⸗ 
bled troupe and companp, that ther would leade a cleaner 
t ſadder life, conſonant to their attier «4 externall habite. 

This care the auncient Romans toke, to traine vp their 
child zen in Uertue , which may bee foz the refoz mation 
of Engliſh Fathers and freendly foztherers-of youth. As 
in all ages God is to bee honoured, Parentes obeped, in⸗ 
ſcructoꝛs heeded vato, ſo J wiſh it in this, that beeing fas 
thers them ſc!ues,they may to Gods glozy,t their fame, 
and eaſe, pꝛudentih trade vp their owne. 

The fourth is Adoleſcencie, hauing trod vnder ft. xiitj. 
peares, in which wer vegin to fantfie q ſeke after wozlds 
ip pleaĩures, as gallaunt Gelvings, hounds, to rowſe the 
lodged Bucke, oz hunt the Haare and other exerciſes: in 
which yeares man may baue great geſſe, 4 coniecure of” 


nature and dilpoſition: This age continueth till. xvitj. 
in which all vices bes grafted and planted; as to haunt 


barlots, to pꝛoue pꝛodigall, pꝛobod, laſciuious: and to end: 
than be they careles, ſubiec᷑ to ſaple with euerp blaſte:in 
this they haue moſt nede of the ſpurre, to reclaime 


Adoleſcencie is ſutehe, that it ſo inflameth their buiſie 
bodpes, 
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bodies, to luſt, after tranſitoꝛie traſh: it ſo blindeth their 
bleared epes, that moplyng and wilfully wallowynge in 
the lotheſome lake of Letcherie, and ſinkeof inne, tbey 
cannot ſee , noz diſcerne the pleaſant pathe of righteous 
and codly conuerſation. Euen as the fume of Claret 
wyne,boylyng thzough erceſſe in the ſtomacke, bleareth 
the eyes , ſo doth the hurtkull heate of adoleſcencie, that 
they cannot ſe to diuerte, from the puddle of perdition. 
Therekoꝛe, it is pertinent to the true touche of maiſters, 
and ſpetially ſpectanf to parents, whom care admoniſheth 
to cure their infirmities : to warne them, if they be flo- 
ted with ſeemelineſſe of ſhape,comelincſle of complexion, 
pꝛoper compaction, and fine frampnge of luſtie limmes, 
that they truſt not thereto . Foz Virgill, eſpyinge the 
pꝛide of a bop, by meanes of his fayze face, ſaid: y fay2e 
bope, truſt not to mutche to bewtie, foz it ſone faveth : 
Be btie is but a blaſt, there is no floziſhyng flower ſo vis 
gent and freſh of hue, but in (pace it decaycth And Dio- 
genes ſapde: The fapꝛe blacke was better accepted, then 
the fowle white: Peanyng the blacke man kapze condi- 
tioned, and well nurtured, to be better than a bewtifall 
boy, fowly fedde, voyde of good behauiour. 

Socrates, a ſcholemaſter, had a Glafſe in his Schole, 
and euery day, hee cauſed his Schwlers to beholve their 
faces, ſaiyng to him that was fay2e, ſœ that thy bewtfie 
be allotted and allied to like conditions. If the face had 
been hardly fauoured, he wiſht him ſo to behaue himſelfe, 
that the puritie of mild manners, ſhould bewtifie and as 
doꝛne his euill fauourd viſage. 

Glicon, luſtely limmed, pꝛetely pꝛopoztioned, conceaued 
ſutche pꝛide therein, that he thought nature had foꝛgot to 
moulde oꝛ make the like: iozneping ( ſommond by necelſ⸗ 
ſarie buſineſſe) thꝛough a craggie and roughe waye, his 
ſtatelp ſteede fell, and ſo martird his fine liuely limmes, 
that the woꝛſte in the towne , felt 4 faſted of moze eaſe 
than her. Than did he inueigh againſt pꝛide, and his folly 
£rceeding therin. By thele examples, all may learne, that 
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noth inge is eternall, but Aertue: Beauty ſoone blowen 
away, pꝛoperneſce of parſonage pꝛeſentip periſheth. 
Fond Adoleſcencie, ſhould therioze repoſe no credit ther⸗ 
in. As foz ritches and wealth, who would bꝛag of them 2 
which Cicero ſayth,be not wozthte to bee the haͤndmapde 
of Uertue, 
Creſus, Binge of the Lidianes , was erceedingly ritche, 
but quickly quailed with pinching pouertie. | 
Thales the Philoſopher , was demaunded what was 
beſt foz younge men to learne? He anſwered,that which 
they map bee commended fo2,and honoured in age:meas 
ninge Uertue and pꝛobitie of manners, 
Plato had this Poſie, paynted vpon the Schoole wall: 
Happy is hee whom others harmes doo make to beware: 
And all his aſtembip of Schollers, ſhould reade it duelx 
and daily, to the intente, that they ſœing others executed 
foz lyinge, Foꝛnication, Adultery , and other crpminall 
offences, might in reading theſame, rekoꝛme themſelues. 
Finding by reading, the Romanes to be ſtudious of Uer⸗ 
tue, and carefull of rude Adoleſcencie, J finde that theſe 
vouthes of theſe peares, ſhould be bꝛought to the Parket 
and there ſhould ſee the vertuous honoured, and the victs 
ons puniſhed, to encourage them to labour foz vertue.

the heyze of a Donge Carte, his Parenfes may ſhewe, 
how many poze Yeiſanfes and childꝛen, came by vertue 
ta bigb honour and dignitie.

N Ee are not onely admoniſhed by pꝛophane waiters, 


to fede the humozs of of our Parentes, but by ſa- 
cred Scripture and laſt true Teſtament of our Sauiour 
Chziſt, and ther in not onely in rated Law, ſet fooꝛth by 
Moyſes, the meffenger of Jeſns Chzilt , but in places des

Pzinces, p2incely Dukes,puiſſant Lozdes, valiant nts 
ghtes, wozthie Gentlemen, conning Artificers,to main⸗ 


taine the common weale, and learned wittes, to gouerne 


the ſame. 

Let others aduance that life, whereby Monarchies, 
Emppꝛes, and Byngedomes, are made deſolate, barren, 
and vnkrutefull: Pet will J moſte of all pꝛapſe that like, 


whiche maketh Realmes to flowziſh with innumerable 
thouſandes of people, wherby the Publique wealc is pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued in ſafe eſtate, And what thing can there be moꝛe 
neceſlarp then Batrimony, which concerneth the kelici⸗ 


tie of mans lyke, the flower of perfite freendlhip, the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruacion of Realmes, the glozye of Pzinces , and that 
which is greateſt, it cauſeth unmoztalitte ? Can chziſtian 
Matrimony bee any otherwiſe then a thinge of great exe 
cellencie, and incomparable dignilie, ſæing it was oꝛdai⸗ 
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ned, neither of that auncient Mynos kynge of Crete, noz - * 
of Licurgus, the law maker of Lacedemonia : noz pet of _ 3 
Solon the ſage 4 wiſe Athenian, but of the molt highe and 
immoztall God himſelfe, and by him alone commented 
bato mankinde, in ſo mutche that men may ſeme to bee 
allured,moned and ſt irred vnto this tate of ltupage, by 
a certapne inſpiration of the holie ghoſte? Jn Paradiſe 
alſo that Garden of pleaſure was it inſtituted, yea, and " | 
that befoze any ſinne rayned in this wozlde, to ſhew that : 
it bzingeth vnto man,greate iope, wealthe, felicitie, and 
quiefneſſe : and euer ſince that time hath it been had in 
greate eſtimation, not only amonge them that pꝛokeſſe 
vnfained faith in the liupng God, but alſo amonge ſo mas 
nie as were led by the only inſtinct of nature: in ſo much, 
that it hath been alwaies recounted a thinge of mutch ig⸗ 
nominie and repꝛoche, to liue without the eſtate of wed⸗ 
locke. It is manifeſt by the repozte of hyſtoꝛies, of how 
great eſtimation holy Mediocke hath been, euer ſince the 
firſt beginnyng of the woꝛld, among al degrees of perſõs. 
Who will not commende honozable Medlocke, as a 
thynge of greate ercellencie 2 Who will not thynke it a 
fate of liuinge wozthie high pzayſe and commendation e - 
Pea, who will not indge that it ought to bee emb2aced 1 
with metyng and folded armes, ſeyng that by it, ſo many 
notable treaſures do happen vnto vs? Uertue is main⸗ 
tepned, Uice is eſchewed, howſes are repleniſhed, Cities 
are inhabited, the grounde is filled, Sciences are pꝛacti⸗ 
ſed, Kyngdomes ſloziche, Amitie is pꝛeſerued, the Pub⸗ 
like weale is defended,naturall ſucceſſion is continued, 
good Artes are taught, honeſt oꝛder is kept, Chꝛiſtendom 
is enlarged, Goddes wozde is pꝛomoted, the conſiente is 
quieted, lewde life is auoyded, and the gloꝛy of God is 
highly aduaunced and ſet fozthe 2 And who euer wanted, 
that liued accoꝛdyng to Gods woꝛde in Chziftian Matri⸗ 
monie: God leaueth none ſuccourleſſe that put their truſt 
in him. Did not Chziſte furne the water into (werte 
Mpne at a certayne Pariage in Cana, to ſhew that as 
G many 
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A pithie diſcourſe, 

many as line in hay matrimonie acco2dinge to his wo 
Wall neuer wantfe ? The water ofthe Riner, ſhall ſoner 
bee turned info wine, and the ſtones of the ſtræte into 


b:crade,then the faith full fhall lacke oz be founde ſuccour⸗ 
lefle. Did not God feve the people of XAſraell with meat 


from be auen: did he not gue them dzinke out of the hard 


rocke? Did hee not make a Crowe to bꝛing meate to the 


Mophete Elyas, 4 ſo wonderfullp fedde him twiſe a day? 


Euen lo will he do with vs, ik we be kaithfull, and ſerke ta 
line acco2ding to his woꝛde. Ihe bleſlyng of God make th 


men riche(ſaith Salomon.) The mi that feareth God (ſaith 


Dauid) al the time of his life, ſheweth mercy vnto the poore, 


and lendeth vnto them that haue neede, & yet hath he gods 


pleutie and enough for his children that ſuecede him. Theſs: 


gdodly pꝛoperties and fruitfull effcctes , theſe manpkolds 
commodities and ſpeciall greate benefites , theſe dining 
bleſſpnges 4 wonderfull graces,beſides an infinite num⸗ 
ber moꝛe treaſures then J am able here to recite, whichs 


ſpeyng out of holy and chꝛiſttan Patrimonie, me thinks 
are able and ſufficient inough, to encourage and win all 
kinde ok perſons, bothe men and women, widowes, and 


widowars, batchelers, and maydens „, willingelp to em⸗ 


bꝛace and fake vpon them the comtoztable eſtate of hoy 


nozable wedlocke. 


Wherfoze (good toſen) hauyng now troubled vou thus 
karre with a rude diſcourſe of wedlocke, whereof J know 
well pou haue had a mo2e certaine and perfit pꝛofe, then 


J am able by pen to painte foꝛth, becauſe you haue been a. 
wedded woman a longe and happie time, + haue enioped 


the bleſſed beniſit of ſo good a hul band, as by him J doubt 
not but yon haue had the full experience, aſwell of theſe 


manifolde felicities and greate commodities by me recis 
ted, as of many other mo ſurpaſſyng treaſures, whiche 
happen fo kaithluil married couples, not ableby me to be 
exp2effed,by reaſon J neuer taſted pet the happy bleſled⸗ 
ne ſſe ofhonozable wedlocke: J wil now haſten towardes 


ther matter, and ceaſe to pꝛoceede any further in the cã⸗ 


mendation 
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mendation of this high degree of holy matrimony: whoſe 
wozthie excellencie, doth moze ſufficiently ſet forth and 
commend it ſeik, then my inuencion is able to deviſe. And 
whereas(godcoſen)in this mine attempte, F may pers 
haps be thought lome what bold, fo trouble you with this 
longe and tedious treatiſe in wziting, yet if it wil pleaſe, 
you to thinke wel of mine enterpꝛiſe, and peruſe it ouer 
with god aduiſement, J truſt you ſhall inde the matter 
ſutche, as all your labour ſhal not be loſt, though the inues 
cion be founde but ſimple. It is only good will # chꝛiſtian 

charitie (my beloued Coſen)y hath enfozced me to frame 
iy pen thus muche te trouble you, wherin J beſxke pon 
to pardon my boldenefſe,and to take in god part my ſim⸗ 
ple entente. The curious coke doth dight p rude mozſel! 
with ſome conceit of his cunning, but J haue no other ſu⸗ 
ger oz ſauce of ſauour to grace my ſimple diſh withal, but 
the neuer vading and euer growyng grapne of god will, 
which J bele&ke vou to take in god parte, 4 to accept this 
ſimple inuention, as þ perfit pledge thereof, growyng out 

of mine owne barren grounde, no far fet thinge, neither 
deer elp bought, and therfoze perchance not mete fo2 yo, 
eſpeciallp if you be very lady fine: it is no greater then 
came out of mine owne pen, no moꝛe pꝛecious, then may 
be kept and caried in a few leaues of paper, of no further 
fozme t faſhion, then mine owne hands could frame, of no 
better inuẽtion the mine owne ſimple wit might deuiſe: 
Wwherfoze as you ſe, ſo ſhal you taſte: t as you like p qua- 
lities, ſo accept my pꝛeſent. thought it mypart(if it wil 
pleaſe pou to take it wel) not to ſpare pen, paper no pats 
nes in wꝛiting vnto you. And though it were moꝛe mete 
fo2 mee, to treate of triffes, then miſteries, thinges of 
ſmale fozce, then matters of waight e great impoꝛtance, 
pet conſidering your perſon , whoſe caſe requireth euen 
in enfoꝛced trifles to ſ&ke a grauitie, 4 beinge lothe that 
loſte labour ſhould runne with loſe time (foꝛ loft time 3 
accounte loſte landes) J beethonght my ſetfe to deuiſe 
ſome matter, that happely mighte quite your labaure 
in Keadyng, and not to bee _— kruteleſſe fo; .

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ſa that my woꝛdes might not altogether ſeeme as waſted 
winde, but that J might be ſomewhat better occupied, 

then as one that did but tell the clockes , and watche the 
Sunne how he ſhadoweth the Diall, Conſideryng ther⸗ 
foze,the ſtate of pour like, the caſe wherin you now ſtand, 
that is,towarde the wozlde ; A woman once a wife, now 
a wpdow: And therfoze hauyng of God, leaue and liber⸗ 


tie by mariage to become a wife agapne: foz when the 
hulbande is deade, the woman may lawfully betake her 


ſelfe vnto another, as Sainct Paule repozteth to the Co- 
rinthians : This your caſe J baue ſo mutch thought vpon, 
that Jmay not like a careleſſe ſtranger ſtande dombe, but 
as a taretull and faithfull well willer, open my monthe, 
and viter my minde vnfo vou, not that J meane in haſtie 
ſozte to perſwade you to Pariage, any otherwiſe then 
your owne wiledome with good aduiſement ſhall thinke 
tonuenient, foꝛ therin you may belt be your owne iudge, 
foꝛ vou know beſt where your toe wzingeth vou: neither 
neede you any Connſaylour to bid you cut where it doth 
w2inge you : But whereas you know it lawfull, if you 

tha! thinke it alſo expedient, that of a widow you become 
a wife,thenought you to take good aduiſement, how pou 
do beſtow your ſelf, leaſt yon both marry and marre pour 
ſelk in one dape, and of an happie widow , become an vn⸗ 
happie wife, AJ nede not ſeke farre to ſhow you the

will not counſell you as nedeleſſe to aduiſement , but ra⸗ 
ther comende you that pou haue hitherto ſtande ſo ſtaied 
with ſutche aduiſed deliberacion. 

Onelp this pointe I finde in yon, which needeth a knof,

to — re. I am(in this caſe) ot like opinion with Mar- 
cus Aurelius the Emperour of Rome, who ſapd: If all the 
wiſc men in the worlde were molten together in à Fornace, 
they coulde not giue one good counſell to make a Mariage. 
M hat counſell then may vou loke to haue at my handes: 
if a wiſe man, if many wiſe men, ik all the wiſe, bee not 
wiſe inoughe in any pointe well to aduertiſe you in this 
behalfe 2 Wherefoze J beſceke vou, impute not that foz 
pꝛeſumption vnto mee, which onely good will doth fo:ce 
mee to aduenture, deſürpng you rather to waye the will 
then the witte, whiche here by mee ſhalbe ſhewen, And 
if 3 ſhall ouerſhoote my ſelfe by any pointe of foly, (as ol 
likelyhade I ſhall) vet let ſutche wiſedome reſte in pon, 
that yon make not that open and common, whiche bee- 
twirte vs is pꝛiuate and pꝛiuie. Therefoze to enter my 
- purpoſe, becauſe that of many, vet muſt but one iopgne 
with one, and becauſe where one is tobe choſen, it is 
good fo ſ& whiche amongſte all, if it might bee: 3 will 
bee ſo bolde, to ſet befoze you faut re ſutche ſuiters, as map 
repꝛeſent vnto vou all the reſt that may happen hereaf- 
ter to come vnto you , Conſider all by foure, trie foure, 
and truſte one, 

There are thze markes generallp, whiche are to ber 
tonſidered in man, whereat you mape ſhoote out vour 
game: The inwarde minde of the man, the outewarde 
perſonage, and the ſtate wherein he ſandeth of thinges 


= apperticinyng to the wozlde. By this rule J will ſener 


and ſingle out the ſoztes of men, that after the diniſion, 
you may with leſſe doubte make pour chdyce. And theres 
foze to beginne with the woꝛſte: there are men that line 
neither well noz welthy,beyng in a deſperate ſtate, bothe 
© it towards 
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towarde God and the wozld, paſtc hope, and paſſe ſhame! 


puarpeth be vppon his haifepenie.Butlet vs let him aſide 
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But wee may let theſe aſide out of our number, as wee 


finde them , lo iet vs leaue them, foz J doubte not, but as 


they are nought wozthie,ſo you will not haue to doo with 
them, none of theſe J thinke will come vnto you in the 


name ok a ſuiter. 


The nert man is not ſo well fauoured, noꝛ ſo wiſe, as 
wealtbie, not ſo courteous, as couetous, not ſo well mas 


nered, as monied, z he hauyng hope thzough his wealthe, 


peraduenture will attempte vou, foz what caſe is deſpes 
rate in this wozlde, to ſutcheas Foztune laugheth vpon, 
This man you map ſone eſpie , where bis treaſure ts, 
there is his harte, euen ſutche kynde of wooynge ſhall 


vou haue of him, as Sathan vſed to our SDautour Chzilt, 
in the fourth of Mathew: Ik thou wilt fall downe and 
wozſhippe me, JF will gene you (ſaith hee) all theſe , you 


ſhalbe my Piſtreſſe of ſo many @Shepe, ſo many Dren; 
and thus mutche Boney ſhalbe yours as mine owne, ſo 


a while, and b2ynge an other in place, ſutche a one that 
es handſome of perſonage, a tall Gentleman, a pꝛoper 
man, well bozne, graced with ſome courtelp behauiour, 


well ſpoken, hauing a pꝛetie naturall witte, avozned and 
| graced with other ſutche qualities of the bodie, and pet 


peraduenture Uertue hath taken litle oz no rote in bim, 


be woꝛſhippeth God at leyſure, and hath ſome ciuill gods 
ielle in him, his religion he vſeth as d market ſerueth, 


and thus doth hee recken his game: J ſee not (ſaieth hee 
fo himſelfe) why J ſhoulde deſpay2e, JI ſ& not but Jam 
woꝛthy of as god as ſhe is, Jcome of as god an houſe as 
the, mine aunceſters were al goͤntlemẽ, and wozſhipful: 
J doubt not the milliking of my bebauioꝛ, oz J haue not 
ben ſo ill bꝛought vp, but J know how to entertapne a 
gentlewoman, 3 {hal ſe well inough that my demeanonr 
be courteous and courtelp, as foz my perſonage and cons 


| fenance,Jfozce not who behold it: So to himſelf he ſaith, 


When to you he ſhall commende himſelf with ſome moꝛe

not to be reteced,vut to be bozne withall in lutche caſes: 
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manerly modeſty, as to ſap, he is not diſſigured, no: wats 
med. And what he cannot foz ſhame lap of himlcif, ſome 
other freende cf his ſhall ſet ont in plapner termes : his 
freendes indeede(peraduenture not yours ) will ſo blaze

ſonage ſatiſfieth fo2 if ſelfe, and alſo foz vertue: And god 
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cion of vice, oꝛ otherwiſe any wante oz dekecte, that ſhail 
eyther be let llippe with ſilence, oꝛ ciz the bzoken peeces 
ſhalbe glewed together in ſome kinde of ſoꝛte, that which 
1s vnſeemelp oz bnſightly, ſhall haue a better coloure ſet 
on it with ſome gloſinge tale: the wante of witte ſhalbe 
ſupplied with aboundance of wealthe: euell manners 


qualities fo2 learnyng in a Gentleman. Jfthe, quiuer 


bee well furniſhed, if it be well in the Stable, the Pewe 


and the Renell, it dothe not mutche fozce what is in the 
Mouſe, the Chambze,and the Studie. Sutch verely is the 


Cable talke now adayes amonge Gentlemen, Sutche 


boltes ſhootes ſuiters , and ſuiters frendes, and with 
ſutche trapnes ſome women are entrapped, with ſutche 
winleſſes are ſome d2inen into the nette of miſhap : But 
A fruff your eye ſight ſerueth you better, then to be dimes 
med with ſatch miſfes,0z dazled with ſutch ſhozte ſonne⸗ 
ſhinynges, 

Now in the degree of my ſuiters, the third remaineth,

but of ſinguler honeſtie:not ſo longe trapned in d courte, 
as conuerſant in the ſchole: his Landes are not ſo great, 


as his 
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aàs his learning: his cheſt is not ſo t02ed with money,as 
his head and minde poſſeſſed 4 furniſhed with the truſtie 
treaſure of trueth, and the inet tmable wealth of wiſes 


dome: bis demapnes with others are not comparable, 


but bis demeanour aboue others commendable:his coun⸗ 


tenaunte is not wanton oz alluringe, but pet bee hath a . 


manly viſage, a face in which appeareth moꝛe grace then 


fauour: moze grauitie then beauty: his tongue ſpeedinge 4 


woꝛdes no faſter then they map ſeme well beſtowed, ha⸗ 
uing bis mouth in his hart, t not bis hart in bis mouth: 
hee is not ſo wel freended of men. as fauoured of GO D: 
his bodpe is not ſo handſome of mak inge, as his ſoule is 
well faſhioned and framed to Godward: his legge not ſo 
cleane, as his life without ſpot: his hand not ſo white to 
ſte, as his hart ſure to truſt: not highe of Nature, yet 
bis wit not ſhoꝛt: his body not ſo ſtraight, as his conſci⸗ 
ente v 
bis behauiour: not curious and neate, but honeſt and 
cleanip: not ſo well faced, as wel lyued: Imeane, nat ſo 


well attyꝛed in the out warde man, as rider in 0s; . -- 


warde man, 

Theſe are mee thinkes the degrees of men to be tonll⸗ 
dered in our purpoſe , foꝛ I can recken no other markes 
wbereunto Momen directe their epes and thoughtes. 
But there are ſome to bee found, Ithinke, if wee ſeeke 


vou ſhould ſone attapne: But ſuch Starces ſhote not ok⸗ 


ten, ſuch By2des ſlie ſeldome abꝛoad: yer if there happen | 


any ſuch wherupon your conſideratiou ſhail (ande, my 
counſell is, that you follꝭw the example of the Pbiſition, 
who to know the whole eſtate of a man, openeth and cut⸗ 
teth him vp, and deuideth him into partes, and thereby 


groweth into a greater knowledge: ſo J withe you to 


make an Anatomie of him that pou haue in hande, make 
no confuſion of wealth, witte, bodp, ſoule, life, and lining, 


ght : not ſo bꝛaue in his apparrell, as graue in 


far, in whom Uertue, Foztunc, aud fauour haue made a 
Mariage: and ſuch a one, if my pꝛaper might bee heard, 


foz ſo pou may lone deceaue your ſelfe. In one man * 


therkoze 
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therkoꝛe, pou may conſider thꝛee things, as 3 ſa vd befoꝛe: 


the in warde minde, the out warde perſon, and the ſtate 


wherein hee ffandeth, of thinges appertaininge tothe 
wozlv:of the which thꝛee, vou ought tochoſe but one, leaſt 


perhappes you miſtake your right marke, and lefe your 


game: leaſt in ſtede of a man, vou finde but the ſhadow of 


à man. Refer pour ſelfe to the patterne of thoſe perlons, 


which J haue rudelp described vnto vou: compare vnto 


them, and thoſe betwirt themſelnes. Wherfoze to enter 
the compariſon , if vou aſke my iudgemente: the Poets 


bo lay the foundation of a farther inuention, fained there 
mere thie Godvefſes in contention fo2 their beautie, 
who did moſk excell: Iuno who had the diſpoſition of ho- 


nour and dignitie: Pallas at whoſe pleaſure were all the 
guiftes of wiſedome: and Venus the Lady of Loue. To 
onde this ſtrife , it pltaſed Iupiter and other Ooddes, to 
refer the iudgemente hercof to one Paris a Sha peherde, 


tonuapinge to him a golden Apple, with this inttription 


The kozeſapde Goddelles pzcſented theinſelues beefoze 


1 of the fayzeſt. Venus here pꝛeuapled, ſhe was pꝛonounced 
the faireſt. Paris had his reward, that was the beautikul 


o2 Sentence engraued: Let u bee giuen to the fayreſt. 


this their appopnted Judge , and offered euerp ene their 
re ward, to haue ſentence on their ſide: Juno would make 
him the higheſt: Pallas the wiſeft ; and Venus aà hul band 


NUelena, who (they ſay) was the cauſe of the deſtruction 


of the Trojans, Now if pour Mariage ſtoode vpon the 


guitte and delivery or an Apple, 3 truſt you would not 


play Paris part, that Venus ſhould vanquith vou. Whers 


ter, z meane the Lady Vertue. Wherfo2e,if he come in 


foe, my counſel is, that rather you encline/to-Pallas fog 
ſome roward of wit, then epther to Iuno fog ber bonoor, 
o2 Venus fo2 pleaſure . And beſides theſe, there is one

And in þ ſeauenth Chaps 
ter of Eecleſiaſticus hee ſaith : The exceilency of the know- 
ledge of wiſedome, giueth life to the poſſeſſers thereof.

mell. Salomon in the twentie t twentie one Chapters of 
Eccleſiaſticus, maketh a maruell of the ritch vpꝛight man.

Foz they that 


wilbe ritch, kal into ſnares and temptations, into many 


fooliſh x nopſome luſtes, which dꝛowne men in perdition 


and deſtruction, Uſe oftentimes rather to repeate this 


fentence with your ſelf; The deſire of money, is the roote 


of all cuill, Take heode that that rote onergrow not other 
god flowers: but harken to the ſentence Sour Sauiour 
p2ononnceth , in the ſixt Chapter of Saint Lukes Goſpel. 
VVoe bee ynto you that are ritche, for you haue receaued 


your 
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Four conſolation. Theſe are the boundes that S Pawlc 
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appointeth vs; If we haue(ſaith bæ) foode and rayment, let 


vs therwith be content. And fruely berein conliſteth not 


true ritches, to polleſſe this earthly treaſure, the meat of 


Pothes, and the bayte of Theeues. But ſuch as my com- 
mended luiter poſleſſeth, if you may be partaker thereof, 


thẽ may vou ſay;my lot is fallen to me on a faire ground,

Did not 
the beauty of Bethſaba ſo rauiſhe the eyes cf holy Dauid, 


Jy that he committed with her moft habominable Adultery, 


and made himſelfe gyitie of blopdſhed 2 ſo it ix wꝛitten in 
the ſecond Chapter of the ſecond Booke of Samuell. Hee 
ſaw a Woman washinge her ſelfe, and the Womanwas very 
beautifull to Jooke vpon. &c, You might abtiſe theſe ex⸗ 
am plies to follp, as to ſape: Theſe men were notable,foz 
Krength, fo2 wiſedome, foꝛ godlinelle: maruell not then 
might rau ſay) though 3 be onercome in that caſe. Not 
o good Coſin, but this conſider in thele cxamplee, that if 
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ſuch of ſo excellent graces, haue ben led away with theſe 
trapnes: you haue hereby a faire warninge, to beware, 
and to be very circumſpecte , in ſo ſubtill a pointe, and (6 
daungerous a caſe: it vou giue place to ſuch fancies tha: 
they ouercome reaſon, you map lone flip into thoſe in⸗ 
conuentences that pdu fee in the examples of others, you 
may pluck the houſe on your owne head, as Sampſon did.

PDauid compareth that man that lacketh vnderſtandinge, 
vnto Boꝛſe and Pule : and mee thinkes, J may wel com⸗ 


pare ſuch luſty lads, whoſe tommendacion is only in their 
perſonage, and lacketh learninge wit and honeſty , vato 


Platoes man, as Diogenes ſcoffingly termed. Foz when

BY all this may pee geather and learne that the man 
is the head, gonernour,ruler,+ inſtrucer(withgentil 
woꝛdes and good example) the p2oupder , defender, and 
whole comfoꝛte ot the woman, and oweth vnto hyz moſt 
feruent loue and affection, all gentle behauiour, all fapth⸗ 
fulnes and helpe, all comfozte and kindeneſſe, as to him 
ſelfe, his owns fleſh and body: ſo that vnder God there is 
no laue, no affection, no frændſhip, no nerenes of kin, to 
be compared vnto this, noz any one thing vnder the Sun 
that pleaſeth God moꝛe the man and wife that agree well 
togeathers, which live in the feare of God. And how can 
that bee moze linely crp2efſed then in that, that Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt the Sonne of God, and the holy chꝛiſtian Church, 
and the holy body of them both, are ſet fozth koꝛ an exam⸗ 
ple 62 Pirro2 of the late of Medlocke, oꝛ coniugall loue, 
a moe holp, a moze godly and purer example could not be 
ſbewed. Undoubtevly, this doth plainely ſhow, that loue
